The Railroad Committee of the Common 

Council yesterday agreed upon a report recom- 
mending viaducts over the tracks of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad at Michigan 
and Wabash avenues, and at State and Clark 
streets. The viaducts are tobe in the clear six 
feet above the grade of those streets, and the 
tracks are to be depressed so as to allow the cars 
to pass under them. The same Committee 
report adversely on all the propositions for in- 
creased horse-railroads, leaving the transporta- 
tion to the free competition of omnibus lines.

The Corporation Counsel yesterday repeated 
a decision given by him, to the effect that it was 
not lawful for the police authorities in charge of 
station-houses to receive bail or deposits for 
the appearance, next day, of persons arrested 
for disorderly conduct or other misdemeanor ; 
and that such persons must be detained at the 
station until discharged in due form of law. 
However correct this decision may be, it will 
operate very oppressively, and is liable to be 
gtossly abused. The various stations have but 
few cells, and can bold, with any re- 
gard to decency, but few persons. The num- 
ber of persons arrested sometimes is treble 
the capacity of the stations. Six hours’ im- 
prisonment in one of these dens is worse than a 
month inthe State Prison. These arrests are 
made without warrant, and any person, no mat- 
ter how innocent of crime, is liable to arrest. 
To compel persons thus arrested to remain in 
these cells packed like swine for 6, 24, or, if the 
arrest is made on Saturday evening, for 36 
hours, is an inhumanity for which there can be 
no justification. It is possible that the Common 
Council may, by ordinance, prevent the abuses

Up to 1871, no less than one hundred and 
‘weventy-one millions of dollars were spent by 
the United States upon the Indians,—not inelud- 
ing the cost of Indian wars, and the mainten- 
ance of the Indian Burean. As the tribes grow 
smaller, the expenditure grows larger. Twenty 
years ago we spent on them two millions of 
dollars; now we average seven millions 
annually. It is a curious fact, in face of these 
enormous bounties, that our red brother is in- 
variably referred to as the poor Indian; but 
the axplanation is easily found in the opulence 
of the Indian Agent. When General Walker 
was placed at the head of the Indian 
Bureau, an immediate improvement was 
visible in ite conduct; but he is about to 
retire, in order to accept a Professor's chair in 
the Scientific School at Yale. His departure 
leaves unoccupied one of the richest places in 
the Government for stealings. Already the old 
Indian Ring are training one of the most offen- 
sive of the party strikers for the position. Har- 
lan and Cameron support him, which is sufficient 
reason why no one else should do so.

Last Sunday, at very nearly the same moment 
that the Rev. Mr. Ritchie, of Cincinnati, began 
one of the old-fashioned sermons against the 
opening of Libraries and Art Galleries on Sun- 
day, the Free Reading-Room of the Cooper Insti- 
tute, in New York, was thrown open to the pub- 
lic. When Henry Ward Beecher, last April, at 
tho invitation of several hundred members of

for an excess of two hundred and fifty-six miles 
of meandering, which has taken from the people 
of the United States some twenty millions of 
dollars in public lands and Government. bonds, 
in addition to the subsidies secured in 1862 and 
1864. In giving the roads this cirenitous direc- 
tion, the corporations, of course, secured those 
lands which were tho most valuable,—the amend- 
ed charter of 1864 giving them, for each mile of 
road, ten alternate sections of land, extending 
twenty miles back on each side, with Govern- 
ment bonds bearing 6 per cent interest, at the 
rate of $16,000 per mile, the amount to be 
doubled and trebled over the Rocky Mountains 
and Sierra Nevadas, With regard to the con- 
‘struction of the road, Mr. Bates says: 

For each mile so added to their line of road they se- 
cured of their own and the Government bonds $32,000, 
to be ixicrensed to $96,000 for every mile they could 
thus gain over the Rocky Mountains; while in the 
opinion of every railroad expert who has examined the 
road, it wae built in the cheapest and poorest manner 
possible, and never actually cost but a fraction cf the 
nominal price stipulsted in the contracta, upom the 
performance of which they were enabled to secure the 
subsidies from the Government, 

Another swindle, ia connection with the Cen- 


tral Pacific, was the purchase of the charter and 
the assumption of the management of the road 
between Sacramento and San Joge, in Califor- 
nia,—s road which is 120 miles from the Pacific 
coast, and has no dlaim upon the Government 
for subsidies. Nevertheless, they succeeded in 
getting a gift from Congress of $1,920,000, be- 
sides a large land grant, and then abandoned all 
but fifty miles of the road, and supplied San 
Jose by a read from San Francisco. 

These two frauds alone show why the Credit 
Mobilier was necessary, and why it was indispen- 
sable that it should bave partners in Congress. 
In no other way could these roads have been so 
Credit Mobilier could get not only the whole 
stock of the road, but also the receipts of the 
sale of first mortgage bonds, which are now be- 
low par, and make it impossible for anything to 
be realized by the public for the seventy millions 
of second mortgagé bonds, which have got to 
be paid by the Government, rrincipal and inter- 
est.

| THE PRICE OF CORN. 

Mr. W. E. Dodge, of New York, an eminent 
merchant of that city, in his address opening the 
session of the National Board of Trade, referred 
to the necessity for increased transportation 
facilities between the West and the East, and 
said that something must be done, and at once, 
upon this subject. We have repeatedly pointed 


out the fact that the means of transportation of 


grain wore becoming so inadequate to the de- 
mand, that the production of grain itself would 
ere long prove a loss instead of a profit to the 
farmer. The cost of transportation, and its 
effect upon the producer may be seen by the fol- 
lowing scale of present prices of a bushel of 
corn at the various points named : Liverpool, 
Ne, currency; New York, 65c; Chicago, 320; 
railroad station 150 miles west of Chicago, 15c. 
The difference between the 9244 cents at Liver- 
pool and the 15 cents at the railroad station 150 
miles west of Chicago, isthe charge for trans- 
portation, insurance, commission, &c, Without 
discussing how the cost of transportation is 
divided between producer and consumer, we ob- 
serve that a fall of 1, or even 5, cents in the 
price at Liverpool is generally followed by a like 
reduction at New York, Chicago, and at the 
place of shipment. Ihe producer in Iowa gen- 
erally has to take for his corn the price in Liver- 
pool, less the entire dost of moving it. Corn is 
now offered 150 or 200 miles west of Chicago, de- 
livered at the railroad station, at 15 cents, and 
oats at 8 to 9 cents per bushel. But from even 
this miserable pittance there is to be 
deducted the cost of moving it from 
the corn-crib on the farm to the rail- 
average 15 miles, it will cost the farmer the 
value of the time and labor of one man and 
a two-horse team an entire day to deliver a load 
of 80 bushels at the station. At 15 cents per 
bushel, his entire receipts for the corn, and the 
use of his wagon, team, and laborer for the day 
Will be but €4.50,—not equal to the price he has 
to pay for a set of shoes for one of his tiorses. 
Raising corn and oats at this price can hardly 
be said to be profitable; particularly when the 
cost of every imported article for which the 
farmer wishes to exchange hia corn bears an

was open, tho rates of transportation were regu- 
lated by those on the canal. But the continued 
neglect of the State of New York to increase the 
width and depth of that candél bas so limited its 
means that the number of boats capable of being 
to the demand, that the rates of freight (inelud- 
ing the consideration of time) have advanced to 
nearly the standard of railroad traffic; and the 
railroads, no longer considering the canal as a 
competitor, have advanced their rates to the 
point where it now requires one bushel of 
corn at Chicagoto pay the freight on another 
from Obieago to New York, The great body of 
consumers derive no advantage from the gmail 
price paid to the producer of grain ; the price of 
breadstuffs to the Eastern consumer is as high 
as when the producer got twice as much aé he 
now receives, The foreign purchaser pays AK 
cents per bushel in Liverpool, 15 centa of which 
represents the value of corn, and 77}¢ cents 
represents the cost of moving the corm from 
Iowa to Liverpool. The means of getting our 
surplus grain from Chicago to Buffalo are ample ; 
but across the State of New York there fe now 
no more proportionate outlet to the great bulk 
of it than there was when Clinton begun his 
canal. Then corn was hauled to market by 
bushels to pay the freight on one bushel; now 
the cost of transportation is in many cases even 
greater than that. 
The time has now come when the prodyetion 
of grain on the present ce must be abandoned, 
or there must be a banal equal to the wants of 
steam navigation from the lakes to the Hudson, 
or from Lake Erie to the St. Lawrence, below 
the rapids. We must have through steam navi- 
gation to New York or to Montreal, or wemust 
stop raising breadstuffs beyond what is needed 
for npighborhood consumption. Nothing « is 
gained by railing at the railroads and vessel- 
owners, Grant that they areextortioners.
